Sec. 1 provides that from and after the pas- 
of ‘‘this act it shail be unlawful for any 
Chinese laborer, who shall at any time here- 
tofore have been or who may now or hereafter 
bearesident within the United States and 
who shall depart therefrom and sball not have 
returned before the of this act, to re- 


Sec. J provides that no certificates of iden- 
tity provided for in the fourth and fifth sec- 
tions of the act to which this is a supplement 
shall hereafter be issued, and every certificate 
heretofore issued in pursuance thereof is here 
7 6 declared void, and of no etfect; and the 
Chinese laborer claiming admission by virtue 
thereof shall not be permitted to enter the 
United States. 

Sec. 8 provides that all duties prescribed and 
liabilities, penalties and forfeitures prescribed 
by the second, tenth, eleventh and 
sections of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment are hereby extended and made applica- 
ble to the provisions of this act. 

Sec, 4 provides that all such part or ot 
the act to whlech this is a supplement as are 
nconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Mr. Scott stated that the pro legisia- 
tion was the only means by which the Chinese 
laborer could be kept out of the country. Mr. 
Payson of Lllinois ulred whether the Dill 
bad been submitted to the Republican mem- 
bers from California. Mr. Scott replied that 
it had not. It was submitted to them now. 
If the report as to the rejection of the Chinese 
treaty was correct, or if the treaty was here- 
after ratified, there was nothing in the bill in 
violation of any treaty. 

Mr. Morrow of Uallfornia said that the bill 
was directed to the revocation of the issuance 
of certificates of identification. The California 
delegation was entirely in favor of any 
measures which would cure the evil existing 
on the Pacific Coast, bat the pending bill. as 
he had heard it read, did not cover the point 
atissue. It provided for the repeal of that 
provision of the act of May 6, 1882, which pro- 
vided for the issuance of certificates of iden- 
tity. The trouble was that the treaty of 1880 

rovided that the Chinese Whowerein the 

nited States could go and come of their own 
free will and accord. 

It was not until 1883 that any law was placed 
on the statute books providing for the identi- 
fication of those who should depart. Between 
the date of the treaty and the act of 1682 some 
12,000 Chinamen departed withont any certifi- 
cate of identification. Now, according to the 
decision of the courts, these persons were en- 
titled to return on pos testimony. ‘The bill 
did not cover this difficulty.

A DAY’S DISASTERS. 


BRAVE FIREMEN BURIED UNDEE BURNING 
: DEBRIS AT BALTIMORE 


Heavy Losses by the Fire—Three Men Perish 
in a Hotel Fire—Five Men Killed by a 
Boller Explosion at South Pittsburg, 
Tenn. — Drowned While Hanting — a 
Serious wi—Brakeman Killed—Fatal 


BaLTImonw, MG,, September 3.—Fire broke 
out yesterday ing at an sgi hour in the 
hay warehouse of Price, &Co., No. 
107 South Sharp . The contents of the 
building were of a Rind to feed the flames, and 
in a few moments the fire had been spread to 
all parts of the wafehouse by the explosion 
of a quantity of Greworks stored in it. 
From the starting Mace the Gre spread to 
the drug house of J. HA. Winkelman & Co. on 
the north, and the bat store ot M. 8. Levy & 
Co. on the south. The fire department an- 
swered promptiy and in a few moments all 
the available men and machines were on the 
scene working with frantic energy. Some of 
the men, to better aht the fire, entered 
the building occupied by the drug firm 
with hoses and axes, and had not been inside 
for a minute when the entire building caved 
in at once, carrying down all ot the men and 
burying them

in the cellar. The entire department turned 
their attention to the rescuing of the men, 
letting the flames spread unchecked to other 
bulidiags on the block, The Gremen worked 
bravely to rescue their buried companions but 
only one, John Kelly of truck No. L, srcceeded 
in crawling out through one of dhe holes 
chopped by his fellow firemen.

CULMINATED IN BLOODSHED. 
Fatal Difficulty Between Political Roughs at 
’

- ELENA, Ark., September 3. AI rnhe county 
campaign that has been in the neigh- 
boring county of Monroe, culminated in a 
bloody tragedy at Clarendon, Ark.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Lincoln (Neb.) Discrimination Cases— 
Grading a New Road. 


WasHInotTon, September 3.—Last spring the 
Board of Trade of Lincoln, Neb., and some 
individual shippers at the same plece, began 
proceedings before the Interstate Commerce 
Comniission against the various railroad com- 
panies engaged in trans@Pntinentai traffic 
through that city, complaining tbatthey un- 
justly discriminated against Lincoln in favor 
of Omaha and other Missouri River points in 
charges made for transportation of property 
from the Pacific coast. They also complained 
that the railroads violated the long and short 
clause of the fourth section of the act 
to regulate commerce in charging higher 
rates to Lincoln than they charged to 


Omaha. The cases were six in number and 
the commission went to Lincoln for the pur - 
pose of bearing them. It was found that the 
charges made for the transportation of mer- 
ehandise trom Pacific Coast pointe were 
slightly greater to Lincoln than to Omaha, but 
it was also found that the distance to Omaha

THE WOMEN OF FRANCE 

are almost universaily misunderstood and 
misjadged, because of the writings of such 
novelists as Dumas Als and Feydeau. The 
French woman is not a whit the inferior of the 
English or American woman. Tue middle- 
class woman in the United States is better edu- 
cated than the average woman of the same 
On ‘the other hand the 
Frenchwoman is more active; she shares her 
husband’s labors, and often indeed takes 
Often her labors be- 
gin in the early morning, to end only at mid- 
The Frenchwoman of the 
lower-middle class does not hold it beneath 
her dignity to perform the humbiest house- 
hold duties, while at the same time she is 
and always ready to 
is as faithful 
as any American 
woman ip the world, and it is the mer- 
estdelusion to suppose that family life in 
France is undermined. 

Frenchwomen are honest. There is a corn 
market every Saturday at Chartres, the most 
Important in France, with the exception of 
It is worth visiting for the sake of see- 
ing the operations of the women, ta whom the 
entire duty of measuring the corn, delivering 
isto the buyers, receiving the price, and pay- 
ing it over tothe sellers, is confided.

IT CAUSES TROUBLE IN. THE EAST CARON- 


DELET (ILL.) SOHOOLS. 


The Colored People Boycott a School Pro- 


vided for Them, and Insist on Placing 
Their Children in the White sSchools— 


Thirteen Refused Admission by the 
Teacher and Justice of the Peace—Origin 
of the Difficulty—Elder Luncé Expresses 
His Opinion of Teacher Stewart—Prospect 
of Bloodshed. 


East Carondelet has two schools, one for the 
white children and one for those whose par- 
ents are not white. Recently, in anticipation 
ofthe opening of these schools to-day, the 
colored people notified the School Board that 
they would not send their children to the 
school prepared for them because they did 
not approve of the teacher. They made 
charges against the teacher which the 
board refused to entertain, placing 
no reliance on the persons uttering the 
charges. Then the colored people said they 
would send their children to the school for 
white children. As the white people would 
not submit to this mixture of races there 
have been for several weeks rumors 
of bloodshed that would occur on September 
8. Every citizen, white and black, knew that 
threats had been made, and this morning the 
advertised blood - letting did not occur. There 
was no piling up of corpses, nor any loud de- 


mand for lint to dress gunshot 
and knife wounds. The only de- 
mand that seemed to be generally 


voiced about the settlement was tor thirst 
quenchers that contained more or less alco- 
hol. The American Bottom was never so 
peaceful, the ‘‘nigger-heads,’’ sunflowers 
and golden rod never so abundant as this 
morning. There were some incidenty, but 
only of such a nature as to enliven a settle- 
mentin which the inhabitant is constantly 
tempted to doze. The incidents called 
for no display of firearms nor any ringing of 
alarm bells. The latest discharge of a frearm 
in Bast Carondelet was on Saturday night, 
when Justice of the Peace Victor Sherman saw 
three men skulking about his premises. He 
opened fire on them, which was continued 
without damage until his ammunition was 
exhausted. The men ran till he 
ceased firing and then returned his fire with 
equal effect, although the Justice is of consid- 
erable girth and as a target might be classed 
with the barn door. 

The Justice does not know whether the men 


meant to harm him or not. He 
has been robbed frequently within 
the past three months, and a cit- 
izen reported to him on Saturday 


that he had heard—while crossing the bridge 
between the Post-office and Sherman’s house 
—threats made by negroes to do up the 
Squire. It had been the Justice’s custom to 
go out tothe well every night before retiring 
to get a pitcher of water, and he usually 


carried * lamp on these excur- 
sions. Saturday night he left the 
lamp in the house and if any danger 


threatened him his prompt firing saved him.

No corporation was authorized by its 
charter to divest itself of the exclusive 
management of its affairs and to transfer 
the control thereof to the stockholders 
and officers of other corporations. As the 
contract was ultra vires any member of 
the combination had a right to withdraw 
from it. In reaching this decision the 
court very clearly sustains the Attorney- 
General of the State in his opinion that a 
corporation which joins a trust, syndicate 
or partnership violates its charter and for- 
feits the right to its franchise. 

The reasoning of the decision indicates 
very plainly that in another form of ac- 
tion the court would have declared the 
combination an illegal body and decreed 
a forfeiture of the charters mvolved in its 
formation. Doubtless our Missouri courts 
would decide similarly if our State and 
municipal authorities could be induced to 
begin proceedings against the trusts.

A — September 8.—Congressman 
Ford, Chairman of the committes investi- 
gating immigration, will leave for Grand 
Rapids, Mich., to-night. There is a possibility 
that no further investigation will de made. 
Recent developments in regard to the new 
treaty with China will render it inadvisable 
for the committee to go to San Francisco. It 
was decided not to go West.

Ford said, because we found immigration 
matters there in good condition. There are

Ifa second bill 
is introduced it will probably embrace this in- 
spection abroad and also place the entire 
charge of immigration matters in the 
hands of the Secretyry of the ury. 
Some people are In favor of putting a tax of 
about $250 on each person who lands here, but 
in my opinion that would only operate against 
the very people who are wanted here, the 
hard-working, thrifty people who go to tbe 
agricultural districts while criminals could 
more easily land.’’
